Vandyke  had  conceived  so  high  an  opinion  of  the  merits  of  Hals,  that  he 
went  to  Haerlem,  where  that  artist  lived,  to  pay  him  a  visit,  and 
introduced  himself  as  a  gentleman  on  his  travels,  who  wished  to  have 
his  portrait  painted,  and  yet  had  but  two  hours  to  spare  for  that 
purpose.  Hals  took  the  first  canvass  that  lay  in  his  reach,  and  sat 
down  to  his  work  in  a  very  expeditious  manner.  In  a  short  time  he 
proceeded  so  far,  that  he  desired  Vandyke  to  look  at  what  he  had 
done ;  and  that  artist  not  only  seemed  to  be  much  pleased,  but  told 
Hals  such  work  appeared  so  very  easy,  lie  was  persuaded  he  could  do 
it  himself.  Immediately  he  took  the  palette  and  pencils,  made  Frank 
Hals  sit  down,  and  spent  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in  painting  his  portrait ; 
"but  tlie  moment  Hals  cast  his  eyes  on  it,  he  cried  in  astonishment  that 
he  must  be  “  either  Vandyke  or  the  devil.”

It  is  natural  we  should  wi-h  to  know  what  “  manner  of  men”  our  naval 
heroes  were,  and  individual  portraits  have  been  handed  down  to  us; 
but  from  the  nature  of  their  duties,  an  opportunity  has  seldom  offered 
of  many  of  them  being  collected  together.  Such,  however,  did  occur  in 
1797,  when  they  were  assembled  in  London,  and  proceeded  in  the  train 
of  His  Majesty  George  III.  to  St.  Paul’s,  to  return  thanks  for  the  great 
victories  they  had  obtained.  The  point  of  time  more  particularly 
chnsen,  is  immediately  after  Lord  Duncan’s  victory  off  Camperdown,  in 
1797  ;  and  he  is  detailing  the  means  which  he  so  successfully  adopted 
on  that  occasion  ;  more  especially  he  addresses  himself  to  Nelson,  and 
seated  on  the  right  are  Lords  Gambier,  Collingwood,  Graves,  and 
De  Saumarez.  On  the  left  stands  Viscount  Hood,  G.C.B.,  Earl  St. 
Vincent,  G.C.B.,  &c.,  and  seated  is  Earl  Howe,  K.G.  The  tall  young 
man,  in  profile,  is  the  Hon.  Thomas  Cochrane,  now  the  venerable  Earl 
of  Dundonald.

Tycho  Brahe,  the  reviver  of  correct  astronomy,  was  horn  in  1546,  at 
Knudsthorp,  near  the  Baltic.  Having  discovered  a  new  star  in  the 
constellation  of  Cassiopea,  public  attention  was  drawn  towards  him. 
In  1576,  the  Landgrave  of  Hesse-Cassel,  himself  an  astronomer,  warmly 

recommended  Brahe  to  the  notice  of  his  sovereign . 

Frederick,  with  a  munificence  unequalled  in  those  days,  gave  him  the 
small  island  of  Hven,  and  had  an  astronomical  castle  built,  called 
Uraniberg  (the  city  of  the  heavens).  Here  Tycho,  surrounded  by 
books  and  instruments,  was  visited  by  numerous  disciples,  and  even  by 
sovereigns.  James  YI.  of  Scotland  stayed  there  eight  days,  presenting 
him  with  some  valuable  dogs  as  a  proof  of  his  regard.

The  subject  of  this  drawing  is  taken  from  an  old  legend  current  in  Not¬ 
tinghamshire,  and  still  told  by  the  peasantry  about  Mansfield.  It  is 
said  that  an  old  man  having  taken  a  dislike  to  women,  determined 
to  bring  up  his  son  in  total  ignorance  of  the  opposite  sex ;  he,  therefore 
retired  to  the  depths  of  Sherwood  Forest,  and  in  the  solitude  of  such  a 
locality,  the  youth  grew  up  without  seeing  anyone.

The  Cathedral  of  Notre  Dame  occupies  with  its  west  front  one  side  of  the 
fruit  and  flower  market.  The  vast  proportions  of  this  grand  Gothic 
facade,  its  elaborate  and  profuse  decorations,  and  its  stone  screens  of 
open  tracery  impress  one  with  wonder  and  admiration.  Of  the  two 
stately  flanking  towers,  that  of  St.  Romain,  on  the  north,  rests  on  walls 
older  than  any  other  part  of  the  building.  The  right  hand  tower,  called 
“Tourde  Betjrre,”  because  built  (between  1485  and  1507)  with  the 
money  paid  for  indulgences  to  eat  butter  in  Lent,  is  a  far  more  beautiful 
structure,  surmounted  with  an  elegant  circlet  of  stone  filagree.

The  point  chosen  in  the  group  is  thus  described  in  the  old  ballad : — 

“  No  burial  this  pretty  pair

The  attitudes  of  the  figures,  their  full  rounded  faces  ancf  limbs,  indicate 
sleep  rather  than  death.  They  have  laid  themselves  down  on  a  bed  of 
ferns  intermixed  with  the  delicate  hare-bell;  but  the  Robin  has 
already,  as  if  in  anticipation,  begun  to  cover  them  with  their  leafy 
shroud.
